Sentence for iron bar attack on epileptic 


JAILED FOR 
13 YEARS 



Sentenced: Amir Arfi 


A THUG who beat an epileptic 
around the head with a metal 
pole has been caged for 13 
years. 

Amir Arfi attacked the 31-year-old 
man on Boxing Day in Banbury in 
2012 and was joined by another 
man who stamped on the victim's 
head. 

Arfi, 20, denied the attack and had 
his lawyer argue the witnesses had 
been bribed to identify him. 

But he was convicted by a jury in 
April and sentenced at Oxford 
Crown Court last Thursday. 

Judge Gordon Risius, sentencing, 
said to Arfi: "This was a man 
suffering from epilepsy and 
depression. 

"It may be that the physical 
injuries were not as serious as they 
could easily have been. But it is 
clear that the psychological injuries 
were pretty substantial." 

The judge also said one man, 
named in court as Ben Field, had 
come forward as a prosecution 
witness but then withdrew his 
statement and became a defence 
witness. 

Field claimed the victim had 
offered him and the other witnesses 
£1,000 in compensation cash to 
falsely identify Arfi as the attacker. 

But Judge Risius said Arfi had 
disgracefully tried to pull the wool

over the eyes of the jury. 

He said: "Whether or not you 
were behind the suggestion that Ben 
Field should change his account is 
unknown but what is clear is you 
tried to take full advantage of this 
second story even though you must 
have known it was false." 

Claire Fraser, defending Arfi, 
argued there was no serious injury 
because the victim discharged 
himself from hospital. 

She also said: "He is still a very 
young man and any period of 
custody to him will feel significantly 
longer than someone who is older." 

The barrister said Arfi had lost his 
father when he was younger. 

Arfi, of Middleton Road, Banbury, 
had eight previous convictions 
including one for robbery in 2010. 

He was sentenced to serve 13 
years in a young offenders' 
institution after being convicted of 
wounding with intent. 

He was also ordered to pay a 
£120 victims' surcharge. 

Speaking after the case, Det Con 
Paddy O'Grady, from Thames Valley 
Police force CID, said: "I am 
extremely pleased with the lengthy 
sentence that Arfi has received for 
this very serious and violent crime."

Museum reveals 


a hidden history 


ALL that is left of National Filling 
Factory No.9 today is its skeletal 
remains, dissected by the M40. 

Its overgrown ruins near Banbury do 
well to disguise the role the munitions 
factory played supporting Britain's war 
effort during the First World War. 

During the conflict, the 132-acre 
site's 1,500 workers filled about four 
million shells and mines with explosive 
to feed the guns on the front line. 

The story forms a new exhibition at

Banbury Museum, Feeding the Front 
Line: Banbury's explosive role in the 
First World War. 

It is a story the exhibition's curator, 
Dale Johnston, said remains largely 
unknown in the town. 

He said: "I don't think people realise 
what a significant role the factory 
played. 

"People will drive across the site 
without realising it because the M40 
cuts through the site today. 

"But we hope the exhibition makes 
people aware of the history." 

The exhibition has been two years in 
the planning since the museum 
decided to highlight how life on the 
home front in Banbury was linked to 
the front line. 

It received a boost earlier this month 
in the form of a £9,700 Heritage 
Lottery Fund grant towards its £12,000 
cost. 

In addition to the original artefacts 
from the factory, secondary school 
pupils will have guided tours of the 
factory site, which is usually off limits 
to visitors. 


Mr Johnston said: "I hope the 
exhibition will be a thought-provoking 
experience and people will think about 
what happened in Banbury 100 years 
ago. 

"We are hoping that people will find 
the history of the town fascinating 
because it's a fascinating story that is 
not well known. 

"Without the munitions factories 
then how might history have played out 
differently? 

"It's dangerous to speculate, but this 
was an all-encompassing war where 
production played a key role and each 
country was fighting to produce as 
much ammunition as it could." 

The factory began production on 
April 25, 1916, after a public outcry 
the previous May about the lack of 
high explosive shells at the front, 
known as the Shells Scandal. 

It was one of a network of factories 
Britain's Minister of Munitions David 
Lloyd George, established to meet the 
increasing demand for shells at the 
front. 

The majority of munitions produced 
were small calibre six, 12 and 18 
pound high-explosive shells, but it also 
made larger 9.2-inch calibre 


ammunition and mustard gas shells. 

Initially the factory was one unit 
designed to fill 100 tonnes of shells 
each week, but within a year a second 
unit was opened. 

By March 1917, the factory was 
filling 7,000 9.2 inch shells, 10,000 60 
pound shells and 15,000 six-inch shells 
each week, according to Mr Johnston. 

Two months later, British artillery 
commanders on the Italian Front gave 
the factory a glowing recommendation 
for the quality of the shells it produced. 

Mr Johnston said: "Quality was very 
important. 

"The documentary evidence says 
that the quality at Banbury was very 
good - there are no records of dud 
batches. 

"The staff were clearly dedicated and 
it seemed to run very smoothly 
because they could produce large 
volumes in short spaces of time." 

The majority of filling factories were 
decommissioned after the war - 
demolished as the Government 
attempted to make the sites safe. 

But the filling factory at Banbury 
stayed open to decommission millions 
of unfired shells.lt was not until 1924 
when the plant was stripped of its 
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machinery, though the ruins still 
remain. 

In 2012 English Heritage designated 
the derelict factory as a Scheduled 
Monument, giving it legal protection as 
an archeological site. 

The exhibition will run from Saturday 
to November 15. 

Mr Johnston added: "I'm really 
looking forward to seeing the 
culmination of the work we have put in 
and I'm very interested to see how 
people react to it."

■ Trust is spending millions on mental health sufferers 


Patients are being 
sent miles away 


MILLIONS of pounds has been 
spent sending hundreds of mental 
health patients outside the area for 
inpatient treatment - on at least one 
occasion more than 500 miles away. 

This includes patients sent to a deaf 
unit in Birmingham and New Craigs 
Hospital, Inverness, in the Scottish 
Highlands - 520 miles from Oxfordshire. 

Oxford Health NHS Foundation Trust 
has sent at least 219 patients out of the 
area since 2011 - at a cost of at least 
£5.23m, figures obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act show. 

Mental health groups and patients 
criticised the trust, saying placing patients 
away from friends and family makes it 
harder for them to recover. 

Mother-of-three Harriet Warner, 30, 
was diagnosed with depression after the 
birth of her first child five years ago, and 
borderline personality disorder two years 
ago. 

She said: "If they have family who 
can't come and visit you it must be 
terrifying. 

"It's very important in recovery to be 
close to the people who love you, and 
that's for any type of recovery whether 
physical or mental.

"The problem is money. The cuts are 
happening and the money is not being 
put in the right places. 

"I'm not an economist, but it has been 
said there is a parity of esteem between 
physical and mental health, but there 
isn't really." 

Between 2011 and 2012 the trust sent 
74 people for inpatient treatment out of 
the area. There were 68 patients sent 
away from the area between 2012 and 
2013. 

In the first nine months of 2013/14 - 
the most recent figures - some 77 
patients were sent further afield. 

Fiona Goodall, founder of the Oxford 
Mental Health Forum, said: "In some 
cases patients are transferred for more 
specialist treatment. 

"But it has also been reported that 
patients are being sent miles away due to 
a lack of beds and an increase in 
demand for services, which is extremely 
concerning. 

"Suffering from an acute mental illness 
and being admitted to hospital can be a 
distressing time in itself, let alone being 


transported miles away to a completely 
unfamiliar environment, away from 
friends and family, and there are the 
added financial implications associated 
with that." 

But the trust said only "a very small 
percentage" of patients were sent away 
for treatment. 

A spokesman said patients were sent 
outside the area when no beds were 
available, when patients needed 
specialist care or when staff were placed 
for confidentiality reasons. 

However it could not give a 
breakdown of how many people for each 
reason. 

The trust has 416 beds available for 
patients suffering from mental health 
problems, eating disorders or who are 
involved in police criminal investigations. 

However, the number of beds available 
for these patients can fluctuate. 

Patients involved with the police or 
courts can be sent out of the area - away 
from where they committed crimes - or if 
court conditions mean the trust cannot 
treat them. 

The spokesman said the costs of 
sending a patient to a national unit can 
be "in the region of £300,000" a year. 

The trust has specialist services for 
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Harriet Warner, who suffered from 
post-natal depression 


treating eating disorders, child and 
adolescent mental health problems and 
adult forensic cases. 

In the last year the trust has opened a 
new adolescent unit in Oxfordshire and 
an inpatient facility in Bucks. 

The news comes less than two weeks 
after it was revealed that mental health 
and community services authority Oxford 
Health feared a rise in suicide attempts in 
the face of cuts to a personality disorder 
support service.

The company has seen its annual turnover increase from £4.5m 
in 2012 to £6.5m this year and now bosses have set their sights on 
international growth, with two new bases set to be established in 
Ontario, Canada, and California, USA. Owner Jolyon Bennett said: 
"I have the ambition to make Gusto the largest seller of mobile 
phone accessories in the world and I am continuously looking for 
ways in which the company can grow."

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Conservationists herald the breeding project as a huge success 


Celebrating 25 years of 


return of our red kites 


BIRDWATCHERS are preparing to celebrate 25 
years since endangered red kites were 
introduced to the Chilterns on the Oxfordshire 
border in a major breeding programme. 

Five of the birds were brought into the area a quarter 
of a century ago and now numbers have risen to more 
than 1,000 breeding pairs across large parts of 
Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, Hertfordshire and 
Berkshire. 

Now the once-endangered species has become so 
prevalent that staff at helicopter base RAF Benson near 
Wallingford said last month they might have to shoot 
the birds to avoid their helicopters hitting them. 

As the 25-year anniversary of the breeding 
programme's launch approaches, staff at the Chilterns 
Conservation Board say the project has been a 
spectacular success.

Claire Forrest, of the Chilterns Conservation Board, 
said: "The Chilterns was picked as the first site for re¬ 
introducing kites in England because there is plenty of 
natural food for them to scavenge and places to nest in 
here. 

"It is also nationally protected as an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

"It wasn't a certainty, though, that the project would 
be a success, so it is absolutely fantastic that the kites 
have done so well." 

Last month RAF Benson said it might have to shoot 
red kites after two military helicopters hit birds in the 
last two months. 

The base was granted a

licence by Natural England to shoot the birds but has 
not yet used it. 

Ms Forrest added: "We think people in the Benson 
area must have been putting out food for the kites and 
that has led to a big concentration of them in one area 
and we are asking people not to put out food because 
the kites can fend for themselves. 

"The programme in the Chilterns has been so 
successful red kites have been taken from the Chilterns 
to be introduced in other parts of the country, including 
Gateshead in the North East and Yorkshire. 

"The red kite has a five-foot wingspan so they are 
pretty unmistakable." 

Red kites have thrived so strongly in the Chilterns that 
nearly 300 young birds have been taken from the area 
to start the breeding schemes in other parts of the UK. 

Ian Lewington, county recorder for the Oxford 
Ornithological Society, said red kites were now a 
familiar sight to the general public, not just 
birdwatchers. The 49-year-old said: "To see my first red 
kite I had to drive three hours to Wales in 1980 but 
now if I look out of my Oxfordshire window I can 
usually see four or five." 

On August 1, 1989, in a quiet valley in the Chilterns 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, five red kites were 
brought in from Sweden and released into the wild. 

The project, to reintroduce a native species that had 
been wiped out over previous centuries, was one of the 
first in the UK. Over the next five years, another 88 red 
kites from Spain were released in the region.

Arrest warrant 


backing of MP 


■ BANBURY MP Sir Tony 
Baldry has backed European 
Union powers that allow arrest 
warrants to be valid across the 
continent. The Conservative 
spoke during a debate on the 
European arrest warrant, 
which some fear takes too 
much power from UK citizens. 
The 2004 powers mean a judge 
in one EU state can enforce a 
warrant issued by another 
member state. Sir Tony, who is 
also a barrister, said: "If we do 
not have the European arrest 
warrant, we will need to have 
a large number of individual 
treaties with individual 
countries." But Conservative 
John Redwood said: "Once we 
have given away our 
sovereignty we have no 
absolute right to stop or 
change things."

robbery dropped by nine per cent 
from 222 to 203 and violent crime 
fell by three per cent from 4,645 
offences to 4,526. 

Criminal damage also fell, with 
the number of offences going 
down from 1,704, 1,518 - a fall of 
11 per cent. 

Drug offences went down by six 
per cent from 933 reported crimes 
to 878. 

Crimes relating to possession of 
a weapon dropped 16 per cent 
from 92 to 77, but public order 
crimes went up from 700 to 802, a 
15 per cent rise. 

There was a slight increase in 
the number of vehicle offences, 
with 1,048 offences reported 
compared to 1,022 the year 
before. 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
said: "The fact that crime continues 
to drop and, in some areas the 
reduction is greater than the 
national average, shows that the 
tireless work of Thames Valley 
Police officers and staff is paying 
off."

THE number of sex crimes 
reported to police in 
Oxfordshire rose by 29 per 
cent in the last year, nine 
percentage points above the 
national average increase. 

Figures just released by the 
Office for National Statistics 
revealed 693 sex crimes were 
reported in the county between 
April last year and March this year 
- up from 536 the previous year. 

The number of sex crimes from 
April 13 to March 14 in England 
and Wales rose by 20 per cent to 
64,200, up from 53,620 during the 
same period the previous year. 

Thames Valley Police said recent 
high profile historic sex abuse 
cases, including the Rolf Harris 
and Jimmy Savne scandals, were 
largely responsible for sexual 
offences reaching their highest 
level since September 2010. 

A Thames Valley Police 
spokesman said: "The number of 
recorded offences continues to be 
influenced by the allegations 
against celebrities ancf the 
subsequent successful 
prosecutions, resulting in greater

reporting of historical offences." 

There was a 3.2 per cent drop in 
total crime in Oxfordshire - 
from 36,438 to 35,264 -with 
burglary, robbery and violent crime 
all falling. 

But theft rose by one per cent, 
with 149 more thefts than last year, 
bringing the total number to 
14,491. 

Operation Bullfinch - launched 
in 2011 to investigate child sex 
exploitation in Oxfordshire - has 
so far seen nine men jailed for 
more than 100 years for sex crimes 
dating back to 2004. 

This year, 21-year-old Omid Ali 
was jailed for 14 years for raping a 
vulnerable teenager, while Mustafa 
Ahmed was jailed for 18 months 
for sexually assaulting a 1 7-year- 
old in 2011. 

Nationally, celebrities Harris, 
Max Clifford and Stuart Hall have 
all been jailed for historic sex 
crimes under Operation Yewtree. 

But Natalie Brook, service 
manager at the Oxford Sexual 
Abuse and Rape Crisis Centre, said 


it was difficult to know whether 
the rise was due to victims 
becoming more willing to come 
forward or due to a rise in the 
number of crimes taking place. 

She said: "We know that only 
15 per cent of women who have 
experienced sexual violence report 
it to the police in the first place so 
it is very difficult to know how 
many sexual offences actually 
happen each year. 

"In general we judge it to be a 
ood thing the rate has gone up 
ecause we feel it means more 
people have felt able to report their 
experiences. 

"Victims have gained 
confidence in recent years because 
they increasingly believe that the 
police will believe them and 
support them when they come 
forward. 

"But unlike with other crimes 
which have a much higher rate of 
reporting, it is very hard for us to 
know whether offences are 
dropping or rising because we 
know the disparity between 
offences and reported offences is 
so large."

He said: "I'm sure this will 
have an impact if it hasn't 
already, because as there are 
fewer cows the cost of 
produce will go up a lot."

with any other cows. 

He blamed local wildlife 
infecting the herd, and 
"It's a death sentence. 

"We're up against it all 
the time - it's just a 
case of when you'll be 
affected, not if." 

Calls have been 
made to bring in more 
badger culling to help 
prevent the spread of TB 
they have been met with 
criticism. 

NFU South East 
spokeswoman Isobel 
Bretherton said: "It's 
absolutely vital that these are 
completed and are successful 
so that we have got a body of 
evidence that tells us we can 
reduce this." 

Professor Tim Coulson, from 
Oxford University, was a 
member of the Independent 
Expert Panel that assessed the 
pilot badger culls in Somerset 
and Gloucestershire last year. 

He said that culling would 
not help farmers, adding: "For 
badger culling to have an 
impact on bovine TB at least 
70 per cent of badgers need 
to be culled." 

John Levitt, a Defra 
spokesman, said: "Last year, 
we started rolling out a 
package of new measures in 
Oxfordshire to stop the 
disease spreading, including 
annual testing for cattle herds 
and free advice workshops 
for farmers."

Despite a spirited last-wicket stand, 
Banbury could muster only 139 after 
being put in to bat, and Henley, who are 
coming into form after a slow start, eased 
home inside 32 overs. 

The result drops Banbury to third 
behind new leaders High Wycombe and 
Henley. 

They are only a point ahead of fourth- 
placed Slough. 

Banbury opener Lloyd Sabin departed 
for a duck, one of four victims of Tahir 
Afridi, who also dismissed Richard West 
and Nathan Hawkes for single figures. 

Dan Harris and Jonny Cater briefly 
arrested the slide, before Harris fell to the 
left-arm spin of Gurveer Singh. 


Henley skipper Bjoirn Mordt (4-30) 
then ripped through the Banbury middle 
and lower order to leave them in dire 
straits at 92-9. 

Late resistance came from Liam Manley 
and skipper Jimmy Phillips who shared a 
last-wicket stand of 47. 

Manley finshed with the top score of 
35, before becomimg the last victim of 
Afridi who ended with 4-35. 

The innings lasted 52.1 overs. 

Banbury opted for a mixture of seam 
and spin when Henley began the reply 
and it reaped early dividends when left- 
armer Luke Ryan dismissed David Barnes 
for one. 

That was Ryan's only joy as Ben 
McDermott (38) and Euan Brock (60no) 
hit him for 52 in ten overs, while Phillips's 
off-spin was also severely punished.

DRIVE the SEAT Mii for a mile or 
two and you might not fully under¬ 
stand just what this car is capable 
of. Drive it for a couple of hundred 
and you certainly will. 

The Mii (pronounced me) lines up 
alongside its sister vehicles, the 
Volkswagen up! and Skoda Citigo as 
super-sensible, four-seater city cars, 
that all punch well above their 
weight. With space for four adults 
and a decent deep boot, all are 
capable of much more than the city 
car tag suggests. 

Nippy, lightweight and easy to 
manoeuvre around town, the Mii's 
character starts to shine through 
when it faces long-distance motor¬ 
way travel. 

And it genuinely takes a long 
journey for you to fully appreciate 
just how well put together, quiet and 
refined this little car really is. 

Priced from just over £8,000, the 
car's build quality is superb and that 
translates into a relaxed, rattle-free 
ride, that makes the car feel larger 
than it is. Instrumentation is simple 
and clear and switchgear is straight¬ 
forward and well laid out. The 
equipment fitted to the car also 
enhances the air of a larger car. 

TheToca special edition builds on
